ANOTHER ENEMY TO CONQUER 


Here is a home front fight that everyone can get 
into. Last year in this State 558 brush and forest fires 
burned over 4,648 acres of land, of which 2,788 acres 
were valuable timber and young growth. With avail- 
able manpower the lowest of any year since the war 
started, you can help to keep this loss down by pre- 
venting these fires from starting. 


Keep in mind these simple rules: 


1. Always get a permit from your forest fire war- 
den before starting any fires in the open. Burning un- 
der certain conditions is permitted. 


2. Never burn unless you have enough help to con- 
trol your fire—a permit does not excuse you of negli- 
gence in case it gets away. 





3. Always report any uncontrolled fire promptly 
to your forest fire warden. Minutes lost are acres lost. 


4. Be especially careful with cigarettes, matches 
and pipes. Smokers caused most of our fires. 


5. Never leave a fire unless it is dead out. You 
can’t feel safe while there is a spark left.

It was gratifying that we were able. to retain the 
same teachers for another year. In the meantime Miss 
Watson has secured her degree from the University of 
Vermont, and Miss Smith from Plymouth Teachers 
College. Frequent changes of teachers disrupts the 
even progress of educational endeavor. I hope we may 
provide an opportunity for Misses Watson and Smith 
so that we may retain their services for another year. 
I am of the same mind in regard to Mrs. Robb. I am 
sure all are mindful of the contribution that music in- 
struction makes to the school program. 


Your School Board was faced with a very difficult 
problem when the Wentworth School Board closed the 
Atwell Hill School. This meant that the children in 
East Piermont had to be provided for elsewhere. Be- 
cause of the crowded conditions in the village school 
and the difference in road conditions it seemed best to- 
arrange to have these children educated at the Pike 
School. 


In my opinion the work of your teachers and pu- 
pils compares favorably with that of other similar 
schools in the State. 


I wish to thank the School Board and citizens of 
Piermont for their cooperation and help during the ra- 
ther trying period of adjustment to a new Superinten- 
dent who had to pick up the work in the middle of the 
year.
